$7 million last week for dam- 
ages against the United Klans 
of America and six past and 
present Klansmen in the 1981 


slaying of a Black Mobile, Ala., 
man. 

Michael! Donald, 19, who was 
randomly grabbed froma 
downtown Mobile street, was 
beaten and strangled, his 
throat cut, and his body left 
hanging from a tree. 

James “Tiger” Knowles, 24,a 
Klan leader in Alabama and 
one of two Klansmen in prison 
for the 1981 murder, testified 
that Donaid was killed “to show 


Klan muscle.” 

Knowles, who testified 
against Klansman Henry Fran- 
cis Hays, was sentenced to life 
in prison for the killing. Hays, 
32, was sentenced to death for 
the murder. 

U.S. District Judge Alex 
Howard said he would hold a

CLEVELAND -- Neighbors 
claim 11-year-old Omar Louis 
was afraid of his mother. 

“Omar was scared of her; she 
kept a lot of pressure on him 
because he was the oldest. If 
she told him something, he 
would jump to it,” Valerie Ran- 
som, an upstairs neighbor of 
the Louis’ family said. 

Apparently, he had reason to 
be afraid of his 32-year-old 
mother, LaRue Louls, because 
on February 17, she was 
charged with aggravated 
murder for decapitating her 
son. 

The slaying occurred Sun- 
day, February 15, sometime 
between 6 and 8:10 p.m., in the 
kitchen of their Brackland 
Avenue home, according to 
Cleveland Police Homicide 
Detective Eugene Volk. 

The detective said the vic- 
tim's 6-year-old sister, Erika, 
told police, “Mommy cut his 
head off because he lied to 
her.” Louis allegedly used a 7- 


inch butcher knifetocutoffher 


son's head. 

Police said the mother took 
the body and the head down to 
the basement. Her daughter, 
who witnessed the slaying, 
actually handed:her brother's 
head to her mother so that she 
should carry it down to the 
basement. Erika is currently in 
custody of the Metzenbaum 
Children's Center. 

Omar's body was discovered 
by the Ransom family. Mary 
Ransom, her daughter Valerie, 
and her two grandchildren, 


had just arrived home from din- 
ing out when they noticed a 
light on in the basement. Mary 
Ransom saw the body and the 
head in the basement floor. 
According to her, she imme- 
diately closed the door and 
proceded to get her family 


away from any other danger 
that might be awaiting. “We 
thought it was prowler in the

Sen. Michael R. White has 
2een named assistant minority 
whip of the Senate Democrats 
-- upholding a tradition of 
leadership which rested in the 
21st district Senatorial seat. 

White was elected assistant 
whip, who assists in organizing 
the Democratic caucus 
members to vote on issues, 
after Sen. Richard Pfeifer of 
Columbus decided not to 
accept the position. Pfeifer 
recommended the election of 
White, and he was elected 
unanimously. 

“Assistant Minority Whip is a 
very important position for 
someone in Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty,” White said. It provides for 
more participation and a 
greater voice for Cuyahoga 
County to have within the 
Democratic leadership circle. 

Other Senate Democratic 
leaders are: Harry Meshel of 
Youngstown, minority leader: 
Neal F. Zimmers of Dayton, 
assistant minority leader; and 
Eugene Branstool of Utica, 
minority whip. J 

White, 35, is in his first full 
term as a state senator. He was 
appointed in 1984 to replace 
longtime Sen. M. Morris Jack- 


son, who resigned to becomea 
member of the State Personnel 
Board of Review. Jackson had 
previously served as assistant 
minority leader and president 
pro-tempore of the Senate. 
White was elected to fill Jack- 
son's unexpired term in 1984 
and re-elected in 1986. 

White has been an activist in 
pushing legislative issues. He 
was a sponsor, with Sen. Paul 
Pfeifer (R-Marion), of a law 
permitting spouses to cnarge 


their husbands with rape, and 


has introduced in this session 
of the Genera! Assembly a bill 
which would toughen pegnal- 
ties on persons found guilty of 
selling illegal drugs. 

White was also the senate 
leader of a move urging Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste to grant a 4 
percent increase in 1987 to 
welfare recipients. The gover- 
nor approved an increase of 2 
percent 

“A lot of people said (the 
whip appointment) was a good 
thing for Mike White," White 
stated. “| think it was a good 
thing for the Black community 
statewide. | will be in meetings 
where the critical issues affect- 
ing Btack and poor people will 
be discussed, and I'm not 
afraid to speak my piece.” 


87 Operation Feed 
campaign wants 4.2 


million food items 


The 1987 Operation Feed 
campaign, under the leader- 
ship of David A. Daberko, Banc- 
Ohio National Bank president, 
will strive to raise a minimum of 
4.2 million food items. 
items. 

Operation Feed, the largest 
food drive in the country, offi- 
cially kicks off February 10 and 
will conclude April 25. It is 
coordinated by the United Way 
of Franklin County, the Boy 
Scouts of America and the 
Mid-Ohio Food Bank. 


This year, William J. Dob- 
bins, international vice presi- 
dent of the United Industrial 
Workers and president of the 
Columbus-Franklin County 
AFL-CIO, will serve as the 
associate chairman. 

This is the sixth Operation 
Feed campaign. It began in 
1982 under the chairmanship 
of Mel Schottenstein, Schot- 
tenstein, Zox and Dunn. That 
year, 500,000 food items were 
raised. 


“Today, our community's 
food needs and the number of 
hungry persons are even 
greater," said Daberko. “More 
than 30,000 persons a month 
use the food pantry system. 
And, 21,000 meals a month are 
served through the food lines." 


Last year, the Operation 
Feed campaign raised four mil- 
lion food items. All of the food 
was distributed by the end of 
the year , 


“Hunger hurts,” Daberko 
continued, “especially when 
you realize who is hungry. Itis 
our children our older adults. 
For them, Operation Feed is 
their only hope.” 


Operation Feéd seeks to 
raise.canned and non- 
perishable food which is dis- 
tributed to the county's 93 food 
pantries and 17 food lines 


Persons can contribute food 
through their work, school, 
bank, savings and loan or any 
Franklin County fire station. 

“We need quality food,” said 
Daberko. ‘Peanut butter, 
canned meats, vegetables and 
fruits are sought, along with 
baby food and infant formula. 
Complete meals such as boxed 
lasagna and macaroni and 
cheese are also needed.” 

Operation Feed seeks to 
raise food for the needy who 
are in am emergency situation. 
It provides individuals or fami- 
lies with a three-day food 
supply. Persons can access the 
food pantry system approxi- 
mately six times a year. Hot 
meals are served through food 
lines one to five days a week. 

“At a minimum, we need to 
raise 4.2 million food items,” 
said Daberko. “We know that, 
given the current need, all the 
food will be used. But there are 
many more unknowns such as 
government cuts, which would 
greatly affect the food 
demands. Operation Feed 
wants to be able to stand ready 
to meet the 1987 food needs.” 

“Our community should be 
very proud,” added Daberko. 
“Through the last six years the 
food drive has been most suc- 
cessful, It's becuse people care 
about their neighbors, espe- 
cially thosé who are in needy 
situations.” 

Operation Feed is a drive in 
which everyone can partici- 
pate, even if it's just donating 
one can of food. 

In addition to food items, 
cash contributions are also 
accepted. Checks should be 
sent to Operation Feed, c/o the 
United Way, 360 S. Third St., 
Columbus, Ohio, 43215. 

All food items and cash con- 
tributions are given directly to 
the Mid-Ohio Food Bank. 
Other costs are met through 
donations.

Time for divestment 


State*Rep. C.J. McLin of Day- 
ton and Sen. William F. Bowen of 
Cincinnati have introduced legis- 
lation whigh calls for the divesti- 
ture, by the state's five pension 
systems, of holdings in compan- 
ies doing business with South 
Africa. It is time that this legisla- 
tion pass 


“It is unquestionable that South 
African apartheid is one of the 
most reprehensible systems of 
government in the world. It is the 
only nation which is a true 
pigmentocracy--a government 
by skin color. Racial classifica- 
tign determines where you can 


eat, where you can sleep, where . 


you can work, where you can go 
to school, whether you can vote. 


The nation's 13 percent white 
population rules in comfort, 
while it imposes an evil system of 
discrimination on the 87 percent 
non-white population. In addi- 
tion, the overwhelming number 
of Black South Africans have 
been herded into 11 ‘‘ban- 
tustans”--allegedly “free” coun- 
thes which have no resources of 
their own. They have been 
denied the right to vote in the 
land of their birth. 


, 4t is also.unquestionable that 
American--and world--cor- 
porate complicity has helped 
build and maintain this hated 
system. General Motors, Ford, 
iM, Control Data Corporation 
and many other nations operated 
comfortably for years in South 
Africa, accommodating them- 
selves to the local indignities and 
never making any pleas for 
justice. 


Only in the past few years, 
spurred by deepening resistance 
at heme, have these American 
companies even agreed to the 
modest steps such as the Sulli- 


van principles, which were deve- 
loped by a Black member of the 
General Motors board to be a 
model for corporate behavior in 
South Africa. 


__|t is for this reason that the 


State of Ohio, and other states,” 


must make a clear statement that 
it will no longer allow the com- 
plicity of corporations in the sub- 
jugation of a people. 


The argument is often raised 
that such measures “will hurt the 
very people we are trying to 
help.” This argument is falla- 
cious. All the corporations in 
South Africa only employ about 
1 percent of the Black South 
African workforce; thus, their 
elimination would only margi- 
nally affect the Black unem- 
ployment rate in that nation. 


In addition, the argument is 
rejected by many Black South 
Africans. Where they are free to 
support such an issue, it appears 
many Black South Africans-- 
including those who work in the 
affected companies--support 
divestment as a means to achieve 
a democratic and free South 
Africa. 


It has also been argued that the 
effect of divestment is more psy- 
chological than real. This is not, 
we believe, a real issue. Even if it 
is true, we believe there are some 
important psychological state- 
ments that need to be made. Just 
as the dumping of tea. into the 
Boston Harbor by the early 
American revolutionaries had an 
impact broader than its eco- 
nomic impact, so can our state 
and nation's frontal assault on 
the indignity of South African 
racism have an impact on the 
way that nation does business. 


tt is a step we must take. We 
endorse SB 14 and HB 122.

Dodge is a legend 
im Columbus; he is the architect 
of one of the finest system of 
parks in this country. 


When he served as director of 
creation and Parks, the Zoo-- 
ich was then dying of mal- 


oveee 


treatmentand neglect--was 
placed under his stewardship. 
Through his tireless efforts--and 
through the hiring of Jack 
Hanna--he was able to be an 
instrumental part of the resurrec- 
tion of the Zoo into one of the 
most respected Zoos in America. 


Foulk and Tracy said they 
wanted “new ideas,” but that was 
just a ruse for a naked power play 
on someone who has not always 
bowed to their wishes. Dodge, in 
fact, fought hard in 1985 to place 
a tax levy for the Zoo on the 
ballot--against the wishes of the 
commissioners, although they 
finally went along. 


The appointment of Mrs. 
Wylie, while not wrong in itself, 
should not have been made 
when it would have taken off the 
board one of its most tireless and 
effective supporters. 


It seems that Foulk and Tracy 
were placing their own political 
aspirations above the quality 
management of the Zoo, and 
Hanna was furious--almpst to 
the point of resigning. We think it 
is unconscionable that public 
servants, like Foulk and Tracy 
would ill-serve the best interests 
of the public to, in so transparent 
a way, aid their own goals. 


It was a boo-boo of the first 
order, and one for which the 
county commissioners should 
apologize to the residents of 
Franklin County.

There are those who maintain 
at the new manifestations of 
cial animosity are caused by 
ing-simmering prejudices boil-~ 
g to the surface. But while knee- 
rk discrimination and racial bias 
ill likely remain a stubborn reality 
)any multi-cultural society, there 
re profound differences between 
1e nature of today's racism and 
1e racism that existed in America 
efore the elimination of segrega- 
onist laws in the mid-1960s. 

Consequently, new approaches 
) understanding and dealing with 
1@ problem are essential. 

The “old” form of racism was 
ased on prejudging all Blacks as 
omehow inherently undeserving 
r unworthy of equal treatment 
‘olor was the sole consideration 
ot, as Dr. King noted, “content of 
haracter.” This perception was 
odified in laws that barred Blacks 
‘om full participation in American. 
ociety in such areas as public 
ccommodation, transportation, 
ducation and voting 

What makes the new form more 
rsidious is not its outward mani- 
astations. We are all familiar with 
jooded Klansmen and howling 
nobs. The differéfice is its basis in 
he misuse and misreading of 
ibserved sociological data. It is 
ooted in the perception that the 
ocial pathology of the Black 
inderclass--unemployment, 
rime, welfare dependency, family 
lissolution, the breakdown of 
cial values -- is attributable to 
ace, not poverty. 

Even more disturbing, society 
nisinterprets statistics dealing 
with comparative rates of Black 
rime, prison population, tee 
regnancy, single-parent 
1olds, etc., as indicating racial 
nferiority.

Every year, the National Urban League issues its report, The State of 
Black America -- a collection of scholarly articles on various key issues 
affecting Black citizens. 

The report assesses the condition of Black Americans. This year it 
concluded that Blacks are besieged by the resurgence of raw racism 
persistent economic Depression, and the continued erasion of past 
gains

According to Williams, “the belief that you can do it needs to be 
tempered with the fact that you need to sustain yourself until you 
can do it. In other words, you haven't ‘done i” when you put-up 
your shingle: You've done it when you can sustain yourself over a 
certain period of time with @ reliable and steady source of 
business.” 

To his credit, Williams owned the ‘first’ small, package and 
delivery service in the country which he operated iff'Cleveland in 
the mid 1960s. Clients included: Cole National Key, American 
Greetings and U.S. Greeting. This service he provided while 
working nights as a production control manager for Ford Motor 
Company, and later for General Motors and Chrysiér Corpora- 
tion. In the Interim however, Williams employed his management 
skills in at least two other busirtesses, though the small package 
and delivery service isthe one of which he speaks the most 
proudly. Due to personal reasons; Williams left the world of free 
enterprise and accepted a position with Parker-Hannitin, manu- 
facturer of O-rings.

The fledgling Martin Luther 
King Center for the Performing 
and Cultural Arts continues to 
face problems in fundraising 
and completion of its construc- 
tion project. Yet the incoming 
president of the center, Larry 
James, is expressing confi- 
denc@q that the center's prob- 
lems Swill be resolved, and 
funds for the operation of the 
center will be made available in 
the new. few weeks. 

At\a’ recent meeting of the 
Community Arts Project 
board, which runs the King 
Center, center executive direc- 
tor Glenn Ray told. the board 
tha}, while it projected pperat- 
ing-expenses of $300,000, the 
board.had only $2,000'in the 
bank fof operating capital. 

“You should be alarmed," 
Hay tald the board members, in 
regard to the financial situation 
of the center. 

The financial situation of the 
center-.was discussed at the 
CAP's: annualmeeting, which 
vas moved up from its usual 
lime:tin. May because of the 
serious financial situation of 
the- group. James was elected 
president, replacing Bob Cun- 
tHingham. Other officers 
named were: Alan Cea, of San- 
diford Management ’Co., vice 
president; Allan Mosser, a 
health care executive, was

“We wanted to get some 
people with additional skills on 
the board,” James said of the 
new appointments. 

While James was concerned 
about the financial situation of 
the center, he was confident 
that the financial problems 
could be resolved. He esti- 
mated that the center would 
need less than $300,000 to 
operate in its first year, andthat 
the $176,000 the center has 
requested in grants from var- 
ious area foundations -- 
$50,000 from the Columbus 
Foundation alone -- would be 
approved in the near future.

Part of the reason for the 
problems with fundraising for 
operating capital, James said, 
has been due to the pressing 
need to gain financing for the 
$2.7 million renovation of the 
Pythian Theatre, which is the 
hub of the King Center project. 

“The majority of our fun 
draising efforts have gone to 
construction,” James said, 
adding that, once the construc- 
tion is completed, he expected 
to have some funds left over 
which could be used for oper- 
ating capital. ; 

Once construction is com- 
pleted, James continued, “we'll 
have a facility we can show- 
case, and | think people will be 
sufficiently impressed that 
they'll commit additional dol- 
lars for operating.”
